FATHER POINT, QUEBEC, May 7.—The steam- 
ship Titania, from G , passed inward this 
morning. She has on None of the crew of 
the steamship State of Florida, that vessel having 
been sunk; by afcoilision with a bark in mid- 
ocean. Out of 167 persons on the State of Flori- 
da, only forty-four were saved, and of the bark’s 
crew only the eaptain and two men were rescued. 
One hundred and twenty-three souls went down 
with the steamer, and twelve with the bark, mak- 


ing a total loss of 135. Thesurvivors will proba- 
bly be landed at Quebec. 
ONLY MEAGER PA RTICULARS. 

The Titania remained bert so short a time that 
only brief particulars could be obtained. Twenty 
other supposed survivorg were in another boat 
and were picked up by some other vessel. N

the Titania. The Titania will arrive at Quebec 
about 8 o’clock to-night, but only exchanges pi- 
lots there and proceeds to Montreal.

“FATHER POINT, QUEBEC, May 7.—The steam- 
Ship Titania, inward bound, has ahoard twenty- 
four of the crew of the, steamship State of Florida. 
The latter collided with a bark in mid-ocean and 
went right down. Out ot 167 souls only 44 were 
saved, if the other 20 also have beep picked up. 
The bark also went down wit 12 souls. The 
survivors will de landed at Quebec to-night,” 

These dispatches are not inconsistent with the 
report made by the City of Rome, that the ship 
which signaled her in mid-ocean had on board a 
portion of the crew of the State of Florida, but 
onthe otherhand corroborates that statement 
and leads to the conclusion that the 20 not picked 
up by the Titania were rescued by anotber 
vessel. The agents cannot account for the col- 
lision, as the seamen of the State of Florida were 
well trained, and the officers from captain down

THE CIRCUMSTANCES DELAYED’ 

TORONTO, May 7, 0 A. M.—Advices from 
Farther Point say the Titania, having gone to 
Quebec with no delay, will probably reach that 
city at 9o0’clock to-night, if conditions continue 
favorable. It will be mnpossible to get a state- 
ment regarding the circumstances under which 
the collision apd disaster occurred, or to learn the 
names of tie survivors until then. 

The State of Florida sailed on her last voyage 
from New York, at9 o’clock on the morning of 
April 12, with an assorted cargo. She was set 
down as the best vessel of the State line, except 
the new steamer, the State of Nebraska. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE VESSEL. 

The State of Florida was built in 1879 at Glas- 
gow, and was first known as the Queen Margaret. 
She was a brig-rigged iron steainship of 4,000 tons 
gross measurement. She was 371 feet long, 38 
feet breadth of beam and 28 feet depth of hold. 
She was well built, after the most approved 
Clyde methods, and had five buikheads. Theoret- 
ically, if the center of the hull were torn 
out both ends of the vessel would 
float; but these water-tight compartments 
have proven a failure on previous occasions. The 
engine was of the compound type, 43 inch stroke, 
and cylinders 530 and 8&3 inches in diameter. She 
has generally been a very lucky Vessel, and was 
regarded as the leading one of the State Line 
boats. At half past 2 o’clock on November 1 last 
she ran into the coal schooner J. F. Campbell off 
Fire Island. Kach of the vessels Was injured but 
neither needed the assistance of the other, 

HER OFFICERS. 

The ship was in command of Captain J. W. 
Sadier, who has been a master for twenty years 
past, and since 1873 has been with this line. He 
for a long time had the State of Indiana, but the 
Florida, having been thoroughly overhauled on 
her last voyage over, was given in care of Captain 
adler. The mate was named James 
Mann. Dr. Steele was the ship’s 
surgeon, and Jens Kaurin, a Nor- 
wWegian, was the purser, Miss Harvey was the 
stewardess. There was a crew of eighty men 
all told. 

The passenger list of the lost steamer was not a 
large one, and the greater part of those on board 
were old country people on their way to visit the

MURDERED ON ELECTION DAY. 


The Trial of E. B. Wheeler in Copiah County, 
Miss. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAZLEHUST, Miss., May 7.— 1e trialof FK. B. 
Wheeler for the murder of Print Matthews in Co- 
piah County at the November election ot last year 
was begun here this forenoon. The prisoner has 
been In jail since the 2d inst., on which day he 
was indicted by the Grana Jury and was denied 
ball by the court. Wheeler is represented by 
Hon. Charles K. Hooker, an ex-member of Con- 
greas, and Hon. 8.8. Calhoun, late Judge of this 
judicial district. Both are lawyers of great abil- 
ity. The State is represented by District At- 
Robert N. Miller and A. 

G. MeLarrain. The latter is the 
late law partner of Gov. Lowry, and one of the 
first lawyers in the State. The prisoner was 
brought into court at 10 o’clock, and . pleaded not 
guilty. At this hour an effort is being made te 
obtain a jury for the special venire of fifty. it is 
thought the whole day will de consumed in com- 
pleting the panel.

ple of St. Louis about as much as any other vital 
problem which has come before them, is the mat- 
ter of Mr. Chauncey I. Filley’s finances. His bank 
account has been, tio many, a mystery, and, to put 
it in the Police Court phrase, his “visible means 
of support” have been looked for anxiously vy 
many of his friends. 

In the course ef searching through the records 
to prepare an article on tax-titles and tax-title buy- 
ers, a Post-DIsPATCH reporter was struck, among 
other things, by the name of J. G. Travis, Mr. 
Filley’s brother-in-law, one of the employes in 
the Collector’s office. He noted the fact to a 
friend, who was much surprised at the reporter’s 
Surprise. Why.“ said this well-informed party, 
“I thought everybody knew about what. Since 
the old man has been out of office he takes a 
keen interest in the tax-titie sales. Whenever a 
sale is announced you may be sure fo see Mr. 
Filley or his drother-in-law, Mr. Trüvis. on hand. 
They are in partnership la this dus 
ness. I understand, and, although the 
sales are always made to Mr. Travis’ name, I 
am told that Mr. Filley isa regular partaker of 
the profits. Hefurnishes the money, you know. 
Does he meke anything? Why certainly; every- 
body makes money who buys these tax liens. 
Since the law of 1877 thereis no betier invest- 
ment. Why. I'm told that on some of those 
Travis transactions the returns have been three 
and four hundred percent onthe outlay. You 
see Mr. Travis, being in the Collector's office, has 
the inside track on whatever bargains 
ure coming on, and is able to 
watch things much more close ly 
than an outsider could possibly do, aud as a re- 
sult every purchase he makes tells largely. He 
has all the necessary Information about the land 
to be sold, the title and everything necessary to 
know. With his advantages he would not have to 
be as shrewd a fellow as he is to make lots 61 
money.” ; : 

Sundry attempts to see Mr. Filley were made, to 
get from him the details of his business, but they 
were unavailing, and the reporter was obliged to 
let the matter rest as it stands above. There can 
be no doubt about Mr. Filley’s interest 
in the sales. Some time ago another attache of 
the Collector’s office was an occasional purchaser 
of tax titles, Mr. Fred Gerber, but he has gone 
out of the business altogether of late. 

THE LAW OF 1877, 

which was passed after the failure of many pre- 

vious expedients to make people pay their taxes, 

vests the property in land absolutely iu the pur- 

chaser of the tax lien, if all the defendants in the 
action which must take place before the saie is 
ordered have heen properly summoned to appear 
in court. It is upon that one technicality 
alone, the failure to name all the owners of the 
property, that lawyers have succeeded in setting 
aside the sales. The sale ordered by the court is 
advertised by the Sheriff, and usually occurs at 
the east front door of the Court House. Herea 
little knot of men gather about venerable Jimmy 
Owens, who acts as auctioneer, and in a few 
minutes, and for an absurdly few dollars, the 
tliles to great and valuable tracts of land are 
passed irreyocabiy to new owners. The Sheriff 
has been unable to find the old owner, 
but the new purchaser, whose scent 
is. always keener, very soon finds him 
and notifies him with a writ of ejectment that 
something has occurred. Instances of this are 
common. Mrs. Mary Jackson, a widow living on 
Arsenal street, near the river, was returnéd “not 
found” a couple of years since. Her place was 
advertised and sola for §16 75, and the first thing 
she knew of the transaction was the notice of 
ejectment proceedings. She lost the property 
utterly, and the purchaser sold it shostly after 
for $2,800. . 

Instances of this sort might be piled up column 
after column. The tax sale is a species of snap 
judgment, which is usually only successful with 
absentees or ignorant people. The severity of 
the law makes the knowing ones come to time at 
once, while only those who know very little about 
the legal processes get left. 

That there is great profit in the business can be 
readily shown. For instance, all the older resi- 
dents of the city remember Mr. De Franca, the 
portrait painter. After his death his widow be- 
came insave and Mr. Joseph Vastine 
was appointed her guardian. The 
other heir to the property was 
one Jodo De Franca, a resident of the Empire of 
Brazil.

Little More Will be Done in That 
Direction. 


Congressman 0’Neill’s Proposed Tariff 
Bill—Edmands Moves to Place Grant

WASHINGTON, May 7.— Will there be any fur- 
ther effort at tariff legislation this session?” your 
eorrespondent asked of Mr. O'Neill, of Missouri, 
this morning. 

“Yes,” he said, I am going to introduce a bill 
next Monday largely increasimg the free list and 
reducing the tariff on all articles of food and 
clothing whichthe laboring people require, but 
which will not distnrb the great business inter- 
ests ef the country.” 

“What will the Ways and Means Committee do 
with this sort of a bill, do you think?” 

“Nobody can tell until the experiment is tried. 
I propose to try it. The mistake in the last bill 
was that it attacked the great business interests 
of the country rather than relieving the masses, 
as it ought.” 

CONGRATULATORY TELEGRAMS. 

Mr. Converse is receiving numerous congratu- 
latory telegrams to-day from various parts of the 
country regarding his course and that of his fol- 
jowers in the House yesterday.

Jesse James’ Murderer Interred in Rich- 
mond Cemetery To-Day.

RICHMOND, Mo., May 7.—Nearly everybody in 
Richmond has paid a visit to the Ford homestead, 
two miles east of here, since the suicide yes- 
terday morning, and when the inquest 
was held by Dr. Gant, the county cor- 
oner, last night, the house was crowded 
to discomfort.

The enacting clause was stricken out and 
the Morrison bill killed yesterday in the 
House by a vote of 159 to 155. Of the latter 
all were Democrats except three—NELSON, 
STRAIT and WAKEFIELD, Republicans, of 
Minnesota. Of the 159 yéas, forty-one were 
elected as Democrats, all. but six of whom 
hail from the five States of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, New York, New Jersey and California, 
Four Democrats were paired in favor of the 
bill, and two—Barr of Pennsylvania and 
Rosinson of New York—did not vote, and 
were not paired. So 78 per cent, or nearly 
four-fifths of the Democrats of the House, 
voted for the bill or were paired in favor of it. 

This is the result of the effort to place the 
two parties on record with reference to 
tariff. revision for the Presidential 
campaign, an effort which the Post-Dis- 
PATCH has deprecated as promising 
no practical tariff reform at this session, and 
as tending only to solidify the Republicans 
and to create fruitless dissensions, misunder- 
standings and contentions among Democrats, 
at a time when the only prospect for real 
tariff reform and administrative reform de- 
pends on Democratic harmony and Demo- 
cratic success at the polls. 

As to the political consequences the Re- 
publicans may soon find that their cheering 
over what they assumed to be a party victory 
over the Ways and Means Committee in a 
Democratic House, is a trifle premature. 
Doubtless it puts an end to all tariff legisla- 
tion at this session, though there is some 
talk of further record-making and “hedging”’ 
by the introduction of various tariff amend- 
ment propositions. But the real business of 
the session will now take preeedence of all that 
kind of thing, and the Republicans will find 
that their so-called triumph has disgusted a 
large element of their own party as well as 
that great independent vote which is acquir- 
ing increased importance every day. For it 
is only on the Republican side, and by the 
dominant element of that party, that the re- 
sult is proclaimed a victory for the policy of 
amintaining war taxes and raising a huge 
surpius thereby for protection’s sake, while 
every Democrat who voted against the Mor- 
rison bill claims to be for tariff reform, and 
a tariff limited to revenué necessities. 

On the Democratic side there is no such 
difference of opinion as should lead to mortal 
feuds. The Morrwon bill was not a conclu- 
sive test of tariff reform sentiment, because 
its author and all of its supporters declared 
it unsatisfactory to them and declined to 
make it a party measure in caucus. We 
anticipate no more serious struggle over the 
tariff question in the Democratic Convention 
than there was in the Congressional caucus 
or than has been settled without trouble in 
preceding Democratic Conventions. 

THE EVENING PAPER, 

Yesterday was a pretty good dav for news. 
The suicide of CHARLIE FORD was an inter- 
esting item; so was the closing of the Marine 
Bank and the failure of young ULyssss 
GRANT; it was also interesting to follow the 
debate on the Morrison bill and to watch its 
failure, These were all important events 
and they were all in the Post-DISPATCH. 
To-day we publish the first authentic 
news of the disaster and loss of 
life on the State of Florida.

THE STREET RAILROAD IDEA, 

The growing popularity of the cable 
scheme has finally compelied the street rail- 
road managers to change their secret oppo- 
sition toan open one, and yesterday Mr. 
JULIUS WALSH, the president of a large 
number of street railways, appeared before 
the House committee and gave what he sup- 
posed were the arguments on his side. 

His arguments amount to saying that, 
whenever any improyement in the means of 
travel diminishes the receipts of the old- 
fashioned methods, it is the duty of the city 
government to prevent the citizens from 
obtaining the benefits of the improvement, 
and the city is obliged to do this in order to 
maintain dividends on the obsolete and anti- 
quated institutions. 

This is the first time that any one has ever 
seriously advanced the idea that the growth 
and progress of this great city should be 
obstructed in order that the obstructionists 
should be rdwardedgwith dividends.

A Legacy Tax. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, 

The committee of the Legislature on taxation 
have agreed, with only one dissenting member, to 
report a bill fora legacy tax of 2 per cent on all 
property, realand personal, descending, elther 
by will or without, the tax to be paid by the a d- 
ministrator of the estate before he pays over its 
proceeds to the heirs, exempting a fixed amount 
of $5,000. This is an excellent measure and we trust 
it will be favorably regarded zby the Legislature. 

The arguments for the propriety and justice of 
a legacy tax are mostly obvious and can be ap- 
preciated by every one, Inthe first place, the 
settlement of an estate bringsto light all the 
property and balances the books, so to speak, at 
the end of a life and perhaps for the first time in 
it. In large estates more or less will be found 
which has escaped taxation, The period of ad- 
ministration is in other words a time of inventory 
andof actual realization and the State should 
take the advantage of that fact. In the second 
place, legacies are the ,surplus of unconsumed 
gains of one generation passing to another, and 
taxation should be borne by surplus as far as 
possible, Of course the subdivision of estates 
most frequently accrues, not to people of wealth, 
but to people of moderate or even of straitened 
means, and it may often seem a hardship that 
those who share but meagerly should be obliged 
to submit to a mulet of 2 per cent. The exemp- 
tion of estates to the amount of $5,000 relleves the 
poorest Class of the tax. 


A Picturesque Paris Fashion.

What do youthink of the latest fashion? Per- 
haps you may not yet have been told about it. 
Beauties who have perfect necks and busts will 
hasten to adopt this mode. Why? Because it 
enables them to display charms which are usual- 
ly hidden in the broad daylight, If the skin be 
not white and healthy twere best not to bein 
this fashion.

M. Savary’s Doings. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Standsrd. 

The papers to-day are {ull of the details of a dis- 
graceful scandal, of which M. Savary, formerly a 
Government officialand a Deputy of the Cham- 
ber, isthe hero. It seems that while M. Sayary 
was the director of the Banque de Lyon et de la 
Loire, which stopped payment under his manage- 
ment, he had under him a cierk named Lamy, 
whose wife subsequently left her home with a 
large aum of money and iived under Savary’s pro- 
tection. Last night the outraged nus band en- 
tered a brasserie, in the Rue des Martyrs, where 
M. Savary and Mme. Lamy were playing at cards. 
M. Lamy having struck M. Savary, the latter cov- 
ered hisewn and Mme. Lamy’s retreat by pre- 
senting a revolver at bis assailant. The latter, 
also armed with a revolver, followed them into 
the street and Gred, Dut without effect. The up- 
shot was that the three were taken to the station 
by a policeman, and Lamy was detained in cus- 
tody, M. Savary and Mme. Lamy being allowed to 
leave.

The discovery of a factory in Brooklyn where 
coffee is prepared for the popular palate by mix” 
ing it with chromate of lead, cyanide of potassi- 
um and Prussian blue, opens up quite a new vista 
of poisoning possidilines. We bave for a long 
time suspected copperas to be in our tea and 
giucose in our sugar and oxide of lead io our 
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bread and intestinal fat for butter, may console 
himself with the consefousness that his coffee is 
not an inharmonious factor in this repast, but is 
‘quite as bad as the rest of it. 


A. Bad Statute. 
From the New York Herald. 

Section 1,044 of the Revised Statuses of the 
United States declares that “no person shali be 
prosecuted, tried or punished for any offense not 
capital, except as provided im section 1,046, un- 
less the indictment is found or the information is 
instituted within three years next after such of- 
fense shall have been committed.” The excep- 
tion referrea to is crimes arising under the rev- 
enue statutes or the slave trade laws, in which 
case the period of limitation is five years. 80 far 
as it applies to offenses committed by public ot- 
ficers against the Government this statute should 
be changed. As the law stands a public man 
guilty of the most flagrant corruption or mal- 
feasance in office cannot be tried or punished 
unless his crime is discovered and an indictment 
found within three years. It isa well known fact 
that official plunderers and rascals generally 
succeed in hiding their criminal transactions fo r 
at least several years after their commission, and 
when they are sooner discovered they often con- 
trive tostaveof an indictment by the Grand 
Jury until prosecution is barred by the statute of 
limitations. The Star Route business affords a 
forcible illustration of this evil.

THE ART OF EXPECTORATION. 


How it is Cultivated by Our Slovenly Congressmen 
—Government Spittoons. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—One of the things which 
most foreibly strikes the observer at the Capitol, 
not only the strangers, but others who see the 
Capitol daily and yearly, is the vigor with which 
the art of expectoration is cultivated by the 
average statesman. You may speak of him asa 
sluggard when publte business is to be attended 
to, upon tariff or other topics of national import, 
but he should never be so classed when the ques- 
non of expectoration is in the list. All through 
the great Capitol builaing there are spittoons in 
great numbers. To speak of them by dozens 
or scores is scarcely worth while, They are to be 
counted by hundreds. They are in every hall and 
corridor. You can searcely walk a hundred feet 
without encountering tuem. At every convenient 
corner, at the foot of every stair-way. at every 
landing upon the steps leading to the galleries, at 


the head of the stairs, beside door-ways—every- . 
where—you find them. Some are of white earthen- 
ware, beautifully decorated with flowers and 
figures, some are of a dirty dark tobacco-juice 
yeilow, some are as large as a peck measure and 
of some leathery material, so that you may Kick 
them several yards as you unexpectedly stumble 
against them in gazing at the sights about you; 
some are of iron, immovable, and still others of 
that primitive tasiion which we remember in 
country stores—a box filled with sand. Not only are 
they to be found in .numberiess profusion in the 
lobby and corridors, but they are equally numer- 
ous in House aud Senate. Tais is especialiy true 
at the House end of the Capitol. There are hun- 
dreds of them there, furnished, too, it is sald, at a 
good round price by a member of Congress who 
Owns a spittoon factory somewhere. There is a 
little, open, semi-circular space justin front of 
the Speaker’s desk, and, as If it isnot enough that 
there should be one at desk of member, 
there isa row of them about the of this 
semi-circie. At these ‘ 

THE STATESMEN WILDLY “FIRE” 
as they pass and repass in front of the Speaker, 
or stand on the outer edge of this circie, bill in 
hand, waiting to catch the 5 & eye.” 
They usually manage to hit the mark about as 
often as they catch the Speaker’s eye, and the re- 
sult is that the car pot along the edge of this semi- 
circle is “a sight.” It is no uncommon thing to 
see a statesman «triding across this open space 
strike his toe penne one of these cuspidors and 
send it flying like « foot-bell among the shius of 
his fellow-expectorators, to the infinite amuse- 
ment of the flock of page-Doys who 
stand hard by, and to the great detriment 
of personal dignity on the part of the statesmen. 
In the open space at the rear of the seats there 
are more, while at every desk, where oue is de 
sired, it is to be found, They are in the cloak- 
rooms, in the lobbies. n the committee rooms— 
pre! hab os eg the hundreds and hundreds. And 
yet there are not enough. It would seem that 
the only a that he can make sure that a 
statesman will spare the carpet ou the floor is to 
inaugurate a system of wearing a cuspidor as a 
watch is worn. The floor ot the House is cov- 
ered with a very handsome and costly velvet car- 
pet, such as is seen upon few parlors, even the 
most tashionadle, and yet to see a Congressinan 
sit or stand, and deliberately bespatter it witn to- 
bacco julce rather than take two steps, or perhaps 
turn his bead, to reach a spittoon, is a dath and 
hourly experience with the observer in the Oa 
ol. Every corner, whether covered with costly 
earpets, or of beautifully patterned tiles, is made 
a target, and you canuot look in any direction in 
House or Senate or lobby that the eyes is not 
greeted with these unsightly stains in corners 
and out of them, within easy shot of cusp idors, 
and at half-way stations between them.

EPISCOPALIAN MISSIONS. 


The Ladies’ Efforts Solicited in jheir Behalf by 
Bishop Robertson. 

About seventy ladies, representing the various 
Episcopalian congregations, met at St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, corner of Hickory aad Dolman 
streets, this morning, for the purpose of holding a 
eonference with Bishop Robertson on the subject 
of the missionary work of the church. The pro- 
ceetiings opened with the regular Eptscopalian 
service, after whicb Bishop Robertson made an 
eloquent address to the ladies present, in which 
he expressed regret that he had not been able to 
attend the eonference last Friday, and said that, 
as he had traveied 200 miles in order to be present 
at that of to-day, it wuuld be seen that he was 
deeply interested in the work. He drew avery 
interesting picture of church work in its various 
phases, showing how, in turn,the church member’s 
religious growth would lead him to take, first, an 
individual interest in the work, then an interest 
in the parish, later in the city and still later in 
diocese. However, the growth should not stop 
there, as they belonged to a body larger than the 
diocese, Noteven should one’s interest in the 
church be bounded by one’s Own country, but it 
ought to be extendea towards all those for whom 
Christ died. There could be no better means 
of seeking religious richness and 
thrift than to take u the question 
of how to enlarge the church’s means of carrying 
on — work. Such was the object of the 
gathering which he addressed, and m the 
chureh’s endeavors in this direction a noble 
place had always been achieved by woman, In 
this asin ail works of Christian liberality she 
was in the lead, with her noble attributes of 
faith, gentleness and persistence. Much as the 
Missouri diocese has done in the way of 
missionary hoped to see

confident that the present meetings would help to 
accomplish that desired result, The Bishop de- 
picted in simple, yet beautiful language, the 
missionary life.

A SLAVE SALE IN TANGIER. 


How the Inhuman Traffic is Openly 
Carried oninan African City. 
Correspondence of the Leeds Mercury 

Sunday, I learned, was the day on which 
these human chattels were generally dispos- 
ed of; so on the first Sunday after my arrival 
in Tangier I laid my plans. I went for a 
walk and presently found myself in the 
crowded little market within the walis of 
the city, threading my way past the stalls 
laden with spring vegetables, with delicious 
oranges, bananas and other fruit. andamong 
the heaps of flsh over which Arab house- 
wives were battling eagerly with salesmen. 
| Visions of scenes described in the pages of 
Uncle Tom's Cabin“ and other works of 
fiction familiar to me in my eariy days flash- 
ed before my eyes. I turned eagerly and 
followed my guide, expecting shortly to wit- 
ness a melodramatic scene. 

Justahead of my conducter was a tall, 
turbaned Arab, with fine face and a long 
gray beard, whom I recognized as one of the 
auctioneers who patrol the High street of 
Tangier, carrying pieces of calico, horse- 
trappings, knives or other articles on their 
arms and crying the price at which they are 
offered to the public. He was moving stol- 
idly along through the crowd of market peo- 
ple, who were ali too busy to spare so much 
as a glance at him. My guide pointed to 
him. Volla!“ he eried. But where is the 
slave?“ I demanded. “Voila monsieur, 
voila!” he repeated, potas again to the 
auctioneer, and then I saw walking wearilv 
behind him, pausing when he paused, mov- 
ing on when he advanced, looking with eyes 
of pathetic apathy fle the busy throng 
around her, a girl, a child of fourteen years 
or thereabouts, with uncovered face, clad in 
a single scanty garment of white cotton. 
Slie was black but not uncomely, and she 
had evidently been carefully prepared in 
the bath fdr the ordeal of this morning. 

There she stood, alone in the crowd, 
friendiess, dejected, travel-worn, hardly to 
be distinguished in outward appearance 
from the other girls around her, and yet de- 

rived of the first of all the rights which our 

uman nature claims for itself—a slave 
without even the commonest of the privi- 
leges of humanity. The little girl looked up 
with a dull curiosity visible on her features 
when she observed my European dress. 
Then she looked away with the same sad 
face of hopeless dejection. I asked her 
price. “Thirty-five dollars“ (seven pounds. 
was the answer. Seven pounds as the price 
for this little bit of humanitv! She had 
been brought from Soudan, the auctioneer 
told me. sne had been captured there by a 
slave-dealer who carried her to 22 and 
passed her on to another dealer, by whom 
she had been taken to Tangier. She Was a 
Pagan, absolutely ignorant, but she was 
healthy, she was active, she was good-look- 
ing, she was— but no; my pen refuses to 
chronicle the list of various qualities as they 
were glibly enumerated by the salesman. 
He might have been talking of a horse ora 
sheep; nay, he would hardly have talked so 
coarsely of either of those animals as he did 
of this fellow-creature of mine. Presently 
he turned away disappointed, finding that no 
bid was forthcoming from me. I followed him 
at a little distance along the narrow winding 
street. ‘The girl was ever treading closely 
in his footsteps. Suddenly a woman beck- 
oned him toa door. He entered it. still fol- 
lowed by the girl; and when a few minutes 
afterwards he emerged he was alone. 
Through my conductor 1 learned that he 
had sold the girl to the woman of the house 
for £8.

The Flower Border. 
From the Gardener’s Monthly. 

For our part we see no more reason why 
we should not force nature to give us carpet 
beds and mosaic flower gardens than that 
flowers should be arranged in baskets or 
bouquets or sprinkled around in certain 
places on dinner tables oras festival orna- 
ments. But we should love to see the beau- 
tiful mixed flower border less forgotten than 
itséems tobe. The hardy herbaceous plant, 
which asks little favor and takes care of 
itself with but small encouragement, is capa- 
ble of giving pleasure at least equal to any 
mosaic flower bed, and we should be glad to 
see the taste for these revived. With a few 
fine days in February we saw a large mass 
of the winter Aconite in full flower in a 
mixed border, and in March, before the snow 
was wholly gone, the bees were 
at work on the deliciously scented, 
though not showy, flowers of the Pachysan- 
dra procumbens—a hard name—but no ac- 
ceptable common one has yet got the popu- 
lar heart. Then the Snowdrop and its early 
competitor, the yellow Frittilary, Anemones, 
Crowfvot and such like visitors in the ear- 
liest spring day; who would be without 
them who has once enjoyed their company? 
A few people who love flowers take delight 
in getting some one thing with which they 
know they can haye thorough success and 
make a special feature of it on their ground. 
Suppose, for instance, one could learn to 
grow well the Trailing Arbutus, and, after 
thus learning, make a special feature of it. 
What would excite the envy more, if there is 
a pleasure in making one’s neighbor envious, 
than having a huge mass of this lovely spring 
flower arranged in some unique and tasteful 

lan? We do this now with some few things. 

e do it with roses, rhododendrons, azaleas 
and some other plants, and some of us go a 
nundred miles to see some wonderful pictures 
of beauty which these lovely things present 
ardent admirers of Flora. We should be 
giad to see more done in this line, though in 
no degree desiring to discourage the now 
prevalent taste for massing of leaf plants in 
summer gardening. .

Marriage Brokerage in India, 
From the Pall Mall Gazette, Aprii 19. 


A curious phase of the system of caste in 
India was brought to light in a recent suit in 
the Bombay High Court. The defendant 
was the eldest of three brothers, whose 
mother had been put out of the Lohana caste 
for misconduct. The plaintiff, who was 
manager of the Whole caste, made an agree- 
ment with the family under which the three 
sons were to be re-admitted into the caste, 
and married to girls of the caste, on their 
giving a feast and making a present of caste 
vessels. The plaintiff, before he had ‘per- 

ormed the agreement, lost his position as 

the representative of the caste, and his suc- 
cessor refused to carry it out,. The plaintiff 
now sought to recover 5,200 rupees, whieh he 
alleged was due to him under the agreement.

Mr. Edison Tells When Electricity Will 
Help Us Navigate the Air. 
From the Pittsburg Commercial Gazette. 

“Will electricity ever heip us to navigate 
the air?“ : 

“Yes, when we can get five or six times 
more power per pound of weight than-we 
now get_ from the best forms of small en- 
gee. Electricity has not done that yet. 
lere is the + oe al tapping his knee 
stoutly with his fist. “We want to get 
electryity from coal direct without the in- 
tervention of boiler and engine. A good 
many people are at work on it, too, I tell 
you,” sald the famous inventor, Tom Eu- 
son, to-day. 

Tou are not!“ 

“Ah, I won't say yet! I won't say even 
that there is any probability about it—we 
don’t see our way at all to it; but I will say 
it is surely possible. Zinc and other metals 
we can get into electricity at once, but the 
trouble is to do that with coal and carbon. 
If we could, we could get six-horse power 
from one pound of coal, while with the boiler 
and steam-engine we get only one-horse 
power from three pounds of coal. We can't 
transmit directly the power of carbon. II 
we could the ocean steamship could have ail 
of her boiler-room anda great part of her 
coai-bunkers of cargo, while the motive 
power would not occupy more than half the 
room at present devoted to the heavy en- 
gines. Enormous sum; would be saved on 
constraction and the cost of running would 
be greatly reduced.“ 

“Cannot you get power enough by chem- 
ical electricity to run electric engines?“ 

“Certainly—get all we want and utilize 


“Only 9”? 

“Only we can’t feed our engines with 
money. In fact, itis money we want, and 
for that we want the power, Zinc is just as 
much a combustible in the battery or jar as 
coal is inthe furnace. But coal develops 
seven times as much power as zinc, aud zine 
costs thirty-five times as much as coal, a 
difference in cost per -pound of 245 tol, or 
24,500 per cent.“ 

„But about the balloon?” 

„Well, having ligatness with power, we 
should only need enough balloon for actual 
lifting power, and we would attain a very 
high velocity. You could hold a ten-horse 
power motor out in your hand, and once in 
the air, with five pounds of coal, could the 
consumption be direct, the little jigger 
could go anywhere. Nobody would want to 
ascend to great heights where the air’s resist- 
ance to the propeller would decrease, but 
skim along over the trees and houses like a 
bird above the water, The rudders could all 
be worked, and your ballastiess balloon 
could be raised or lowered, turned to the 
right or left, by the motor itself, and a boy 
could do ail the work. Such an arranges ent 
could scarcely do for heavy. freight, but it 
could carry passengers and mail matter and 
express parcels, and move readily at eighty 
to 100 miles an hour. If we can solve the 
power question we can do anything.” 


WHO’S A HOOSIER, 


How the Term Originated, and Why It 
Applies to Indianians, 
From the Indianapolis Journal. 

A story is told by some of the old residents 
of the State to the effect that the word was 
first applied to Indiavians about the time 
when Madison was the center of a large pork 
trade and the farmers fora hundred miles 
around would drive their hogs there in great 
droves. The peculiar noise that they kept up 
in 1 the swine—sounded something 
like Hoo-ie! hoo-ie! hoo-ie!l—led to their be- 
ing called, by a corruption of the sound, 
„Hoosiers.“ The story, if true, would make 
the origin of the word comparatively recent, 
and it can not be accepted with credence for 
the reason that the palmy porkopoly days of 
Madison were long after the Hoosiers had 
become known. 

The first that,is known of the word appear- 
ing in print was iu 1830, when John Finley, 
the Wayne County poet, wrote a New Year's 

m for the;Journal, entitled a Hoosler's 
Nest,” in which a description of the pioneer 
cabin in Indiana is given. The poem, in the 
light of one of the traditional stories, gives 
something of an idda of the manner in 
which the word came into use. The first few 
lines read: 

I’m toldin riding somewhere West 

A stranger found a “Hoosier’s nest,“ 
In other words, a Buckeye cabin. 

Just big enough to hold Queen Mab in. 
lis situation—low, out airy— 

Was on the borders of a prairie; 

And, fearing he might be vbeniguted, 
He bailea the house and then alighted. 
The Hoosier met him at the door, 
Their salutations soon were o’er. 

It was the custom among the early pion- 
eers in Indiana in travellng through-the 
country to hail a cabin by calling out, Who 
lives here?“ and Who's here?” About the 
time of the treaty of peace with the Indians 
in 1818, and when the State was very sparsely 
settled, travel was attended by great dau- 
gers, and no man ever rode away from home 
without his rifle. As a common precaution 
of safety, when a traveler saw in the dis- 
tance the smoke from a camp or cabin ‘fire, 
he would call out, upon coming within hear- 
ing distance, Who's here?’ and from the 
response he would knowif he was among 
friends. From a corruption of this form of 
salutation the people of Indiana were called 
Hoosiers. Doubtiess, settlers, in writing 
back to friends at their old homes, would say | 
that they were here among the hoosiers,”’ 
and inafew years the r sprang 
into general use. General W. H. H. Terreli 
whose researches in the early history of 
Indiana have been thorough, and who may 
be accepted as authority, says that this is 
the true origin of the word, and Governor 
Wright is credited with saying that it was a 
corruption of the form of tation of the 
early settlers of the Western country. A 
critical interpretation of Finley’s poem seems 
to give a proof of this explanation.
